If in case of negotiation 
to chauue thu turitf laws, which diseriin- 
iiialed against tha British government 
were empowered to threaten reprisals, 
evila like the one complained of coiihl 
soon be cured. He hoped, however, that 
foreign countries would ultimately see 
their way to abidish duties altogether, and 
British foreign all'iirs would do all in its 
power to do so.

In winter we snow- balled, slid down 
hill, and skated. In suiiuner wo swam in 
the creek and boated in the pond. There 
was a vilhigu debating society, aud we bad 
district spelling schools. We drove the 
girla to apple-paring bees in "inings, " 
made with crockery crates on " bob-sleds " 
lilled with straw and buffalo robes. There 
were husking frolics, candy i)ulliiigs, 
maple sugar- making, summer iiicniis, 
general training, Fourth of July celebra- 
tions, Thanksgl^ug dinners. We did not 
dauco because it was wicked; we played 
games and kissed the girls for forfcit.s. In 
summer we played bull, and our inoilicra 
made the balls of yarn unraveled from old 
Blockings covered witb old buckskin 
gloves. We made Ihe bals ourselves. 
We pitched (juoitK. and the quoits were 
old hor.se-slioes or Hat stoiie.^. 

In winter wc broke slcer.s luid colls. In 
hog-killiug limes wc blew up the bladders 
iiiuT roasted pig tails. In the long wiiiU'r 
evenings, around a bhiziug lire, we had 
ui)|)h;M, cider, buUcriinls iind hickory iiiiLs 
— Ibese gathered in the suinmer, and tlieii 
gathering was a holiday. In sununei 
after the dandelions eaine we went hare- 
foot. In S|iring -^ve iiiaiie corn-.slalk lid 
dies, whistles from the willow, and luitits 
from pumpkin- viue.s. We lished with 
luiglc-wortn.s. Wc wenl to .school in ihc 
winter, doing the chores in the nioriiiiig 
aud evening. Wc worked on the farm in 
suinnier. 

To amuse ourselves wc went to the me- 
jiagorio, or exliibition of wild animals, lo 
which all the country young folks might 
go - the circus was tabocied to the more 
orthodox families, who made conscience 
an excuse for meannesa. This class of 
young folk skirmished for tho shilling ol 
admission, or crawled under the tonL 
Accompanying tho circus was the side 
show of tho fat woman, tho boa con 
slrictor, and the Albino children. Thu 
clowu of that day was hotter than the one 
of to-day; thu horseback rider has never 
been surpassed. Ucneral training was a 
great occasion. Kleclion tlay came in 
Anirust; it was an important day for 
settling lights aud for wrestling matches. 
The I' ourlh of ,luly was the grumlest dav 
ia Uie year, ll bail its proccbsiou, read 
iug of the Declaration, oration ami poem, 
mid in the evening lircworks, fire-balls of 
cotloii-wick soaked in turpentine, lighted 
and thrown by the hand.

Knu-rprise; ('ai)taiii Rudlin niiist liavo 
fnl|.uM-d liim to the hori icane deck of the 
Ritliot to assist 111 getting thu boats out; 
during this tune he noticed a number of 
men swiiiimiiiL! in the water and also some 
of the cattle; the boat waa not ainking 
rapidly; it w.is smne ten or fifteen min- 
utes after the cnllision that the ateanier 
Western ,Slnpe came lo their aaaiataiice; 
she was prohably suinnioiied by tho whis- 
tle of the Eiiterpriao; by the time she 
came over aioat of the Qoterprise passen- 
gers were aboard the Rithet and nhu boats 
were picking up those whn were in the 
water; tile Ivitcrpriso rested on tho fore- 
castle deck nf the Kithet,and the two did 
lint s(!|.iariite iinlil the Slope lowed the 
l'hiter|iri.-.e away; at this time the mast of 
the Kiiter()riHe fell over; it came foul of 
tho davit pn.<tta of the Rithet; the pilot- 
house of the I'Joterprise was not smashed 
by the Rithet; it raised up when the 
Slope lowed hiu- away, on account of the 
aoltliiig of the hull; the damage to the 
pilot Ill-use naa done ut this time, as ho 
had noticed particularly; a portion of the 
fiirnilnre ami the e.irpet and lloor of the 
l'hiler|iris.. im; • .n n <-,dini remained nii 
the deck nf li.e Rilliei. when she was 
towed .lu-n ; as there was plenty of sea 
room a', tin. tiiiie he considered the Rithut 
perfeci ly safe in eliarge of tho quarter- 
master for a short time; had never seen 
his mate's certificate; lie hai told him 
that ho li ui one when be joined tho 
Bteiiner; he had never asketi him for it. 

Tn .Mr. Irving — The Rithet entered the 
Enterprise .diin.st parallel with the hull; 
the ca|)tain's caliiii is situated partly over 
the guards; had the Enterprise been a 
blutl-boweil boat the blow would probably 
have glanced oil'; witness held a cautain's 
cerl die.Ue ; the Rithet was a properly' cer- 
titicatrd Imat; limy Insl no pa.saeiigers ; 
he had known li.iiidall before on tho i'o- 
si.'inite, and when he took charge of tho 
Rithet Randall was on the boat; he had 
ni.ule t wi. slmi I tiip.-i on the Vuseinile 
with Uaiiilall .as i| iiar t erma si e r and had 
full C' 111 lidmictt 111 hull as helmsman; bad 
le''t him before at times in idiartje of the 
wheel, but never when in rinse ipiarters; 
there was ample sea room w here the col • 
lision occurred; had asked Randall if he 
iiiiderstnnd the bells, ami when ho said he 
did w as fi.it i--lied In leav e liiin in charge of 
the ulioei; he had heard smne e.tclaina- 
liniis Irmii ihe passengers wdiilo he waa on 
the way irnin Ihe s.iliion; he look charge 
of the wheel when hi. got lo the jjilot 
housi'; alier the collision he noticed that 
tho wheel was hard to port; this would 
have the. tendency lo throw the Hithet 
away fmin llie l'hiter|irise. [ Wi I iieaa here 
illusl rated whal ihe ed'ect would be if 
both ves.-iols were hard lo port. ] The hy- 
draulic .'ileermg licar waa not in operation; 
tbi^ Rithet answers her helm very readily 
at turn s, when ciirrenlB did not interfere; 
till! eiigiiuri would answer the signal bell 
prn,ii|,tly. 

To iMr. (iaiuiaway — The position of the 
Rilliet's whei..|, hard-a port, waa the pro- 
per one for it to bo in; could not say 
whether thu Chinaman drowned could 
have been saved; the vessel did not sink 
iM;ii(lly; tlii: f.iri' pari of the bnat first; 
everyllimt; pns.silde was done to save tho 
passeiigeni; there wasqiiitean e.veiteiiieiit 
among I hem. 

Harry Randall, aworn, dopoaed that ho 
was (piarteriiiasler of the Hither ut tho 
lime of the collision; waa loft in charge of 
the wheel at about a f|uarter to two; tho 
steamer at this time wuh coming through 
'I'rial fsliiiid I'a is, lo'ading up for the bea- 
con; saw ihe I'hiterprise shorlly after- 
ward over the reef at Ten-mile Point: sho 
was to the northward of the point, and wo 
were just past tho beacon in the channel; 
we were about a mile apart; when the 
steaniera wore about a quarter of a mile 
I blew our whistle; don't know whether 
she answered; llie steamers at the tiiiui 
were heading almost directly for each 
other; lie saw tho Enterprise either star- 
boarding her wheel or else swinging with 
tho tide; he made a remark to the mate 
who was standing alongside of him in the 
pilot house saying, "My GodI what's the 
man trying to dn| He's going to cross 
our bow; ' didn't shift the wheel then — 
was not awaro what they woro going to 
do; the wheel was a little to port; the 
mate stopped tho engine, and at the same 
time I put the wheel hard to port; this 
was at the time the Enterprise was trying 



to port; previous to this she was on our 
starboard bow; she then shifted hard to 
port, and wo struck her as she was pass- 
ing; at the time she waa hard to port we 
wore about ten vessel's lengths oil'; did 
not receive aa order to go hard to port 
as that waa the regular rule; the mate help- 
ed to put it over; we were heading toward 
San Juan island when the vessels struck ; 
thu Rithet struck tho Enterprise on tho 
port side; both steamers were nearly and 
going oil' to port wdieii they struck; aa 
soon as tlio collision eeeiirred the mate 
left tho pilot-houso lo clear tho boats, and 
Captain Iiisluy caruu iutu the housu id 
about the sumo time; Captain Insley took 
a haik around, and then thoy both went 
below to t>-o freight dock; ho there saw 
Captain Hudlin coining aboard in a small 
boat and heard him singing out three or 
lour times, "On the Rithet, lower the 
boats;" witness heard tho converaation 
between the two captains, us evidenced by 
Ca[itaiii Insloy; tho latter then told the 
witness to help the mate lower tho boats; 
took one of tho wuitora and one of the 
boats and coininoiiced picking up thu pas- 
sengers; they pulled to the stern and a 
number of Chinese on the steamer wanted 
them to come to them; he would not, as 
they could get from one steamer to Ihe 
other; thoy picked a number of people 
up, and were tho last boat in; the pilot- 
houso of the Enterprise waa not struck by 
tho Hithet; tho mate wa.i standing inside 
the |idnt-liiaiKe door, aliiinsi in u direct 
line with the Ritliel'a nose; be .itood there 
a secniid, looking at the Ritbel, and then 
run fnr the piddle-box on the [mrt side; 
li'id' he remained in I bo pilot house he 
would not have been hurt; ho was direct 
ly in front of the Hilhet's imse when alio 
struck, and the shock threw him in the 
air; tho Hilhet's jib-stay strnek under the 
Klilerprise'a boiler deck and lifted it iqi 
ami splinters weretlymg aroiiiiil; this waa 
w here tho mate of Ihe Knl erprisi^ was 
hurt; when wilnesa got mi hoard i.iid tho 
Rithet backed out from the Enterprisu 
the lattor'a mast fell; tho duties of the 
quartermaster are tn sleer the boat, keep 
the piliit-liniis.! Ill iinler, and to attend tn 
the gaugw.iys at landings; have been a 
seaman all my life; do nut hold any cer- 
tificate; have acted as mate of a steamer 
in the United Stales. 

To Mr. Irving — Had not seen tho En- 
terprise when Cajit. .Insley banded over 
the wdieel lo me; the mate came into the 
|iiliit llnur.e just liefiire I whistled; did lint 
know when she was swinniiig In the star- 
board what I bey were trying to dn on llie 
Enterprise; lli.iuglil she must have mis- 
understood the signal; she gave im indl 
cation how she wan going; it is the rule 
that the down steamur has the right of 
way, and the ICnlerpriso shniild have given 
the whistle as lo which direct imi should 
tie 'aken; Ibe steamer was about oOO 
yards from shore mi the [lort side; liavi- 
!.'atioii is safe within oO or (it) yarda ot 
.lames Isl.ind have been working for aboiil 
four iiioiii hs for Capl. Irving;; am never 
loft ill charge of the wheel on the Vosemi- 
tiq either tho captain or mate are in llo' 
pilot house; have never been in snh- 
ohurgo; stern wheeler bells are ditferent 
from aide- wheel steamers; have been used 
to boih, 

To Mr. (i;innaway— The mate was near 
oiioiigh to give any orders when the whis- 
tle was blown. 

T) the (Joroiier--! understand the use 
of tho chart and conqiaKs, and can t.ike a 
boat anywhere around this island. 

At Ave o'clock the inquest was adjourn- 
ed until Friday at 2 o'clock.

A Trip Tiirotigii Cuvlic Ci>c4!li 
and Bonaparte Valleys. 



A ropiesontative of The Cuhmi.it re- 
cently made a trip of pleasure from Vic- 
toria to Clintou and Van IP^nie, and hav- 
ing made u few mental notes of what he 
saw and heard, places them before ita 
readura. 

Starting from Victoria on the handsome 
steamer Voaemite, with Capt. Rudlin in 
charge, the delightful trip through tho 
straita, islaiida, gulf and river to New 
Westmiiistor and Hammond is thoroughly 
enjoyud, visiting one of the salmon can- 
neries on the way, and witnessing for the 
lirst time the manner of preparing and 
aoaling 

TIIK FltlSKY S.Vl.MON. 

The run this year has been something 
onormoua, one night the boats bringing in 
•JUUO and 3000 tiah each. Tho tiah were 
jumping out of the water on all sides of 
the steamer, the larger onea - making a 
graceful curve and diaturbing the water 
as they disapiioared. 

AT I'OllT II.VMMONII 

we put up for the night at the Wescott 
house, ut Q a. m. partake of a aiibstantial 
breakfast, and an hour afterwards are be- 
ing whirled at a great speed through the 
river farms and tho lovely scenery of the 
Fraaer. There are ah\ ays a uunil-.er .if 
people on board a car w ho make the jour- 
ney un amusing, interesting or disagree- 
able one, aud on this occasion the attrac- 
tive individual proved to be a genuine 
Yaiikeo of tho female persuasion, who 
loudly passed witty or absurd comments 
on tlie general ap[)oarance of eveiyilung 
and everybiuly, iiuioh to the aiuiisemeiit 
of I he pas.-iengiTS. 

The roadbed has been placed in .spleii 
did condition, and from IPiiumoiid to 
Vale will compare with that of any ever 
built on tho continont. An hour for din- 
ner at Vale and wo again start and are in- 
tur.'sted .at onco with the grand rugged 
and awful scenery of the upper l''raser. 
Leaving the river after croasing tho caii- 
tdevor bridge we roach Lyttoii and pass 
along the sharp curves that exist on thu 
road f.'om that point to .Spuiice's bridge. 
This aectian of road is

on the whole line between Victoria and 
Montreal. We p;irlake of Biippor at 
Spence'b bridge, ami night ia on when we 
reach Black caiion, when wo passarotind 
the tunnel on the trestle and reach .A.sli 
croft at 11 p. 111. 

.A t this pidnt llio hotel of Baruea A' ICvans 
has been moved to within a short dis- 
tance of the track, and on tlio front atreut 
as laid (Mit in the miip of the tiiwiisile 
Tills latter has been done in anticipation 
of thu building of a bridge acroas the 
'I'hoiniiscui river ut thi,i point to connect 
with the road leading from Craig's rincli 
to tho Cariboo road, and thonco to Cache 
cri!ek. This branch road has recently 
been placed in splendid condition by the 
provinci.il government, and is in every 
way a lirat-class highway. 

AT A.SJK.'lioFT STATION, 

formerly Barnes' ranch, there ia an ex 
cullont site for a town, and should the 

bridge bo constructed undoubtedly a lively 
place will spring up, as the freight by 
team fur all [loints in the Lillooet and 
Cariboo distrii^tH would c<mio by rail to 
Ashcroft, and thenco freighted by teams 
to destination The hotel has been thor- 
oughly relitted and good accommodation 
is now jirovidod. 

A number of those concoriiod in tho 
freighting business contend that the bridge 
should span tho river at a point several 
miles further cast, immediately opposite 
Engineer Hainblin's house, whore an 
easier grade IS obtainable to the Sivona 
road, and where there is also ur.limiteil 
food for cattlo and horses, the lattc.T a 
very necessary item to teainster.s while 
awaiting a load. The general iin|>ression 
ia, however, ndiile this latter point has 
in tiiy advantages, that the bridge will bo 

luiilt at Ashcroft. This ia miles 

from .Spenco 'a bridge, tho present tran- 
shi]ipiiig point, and will thus save cui.- 
aidorablo teaming, and materially reduce 
the coat of freight charges. Remaining 
at Barnes & Evana' hotel for the night, 
in tho morning wo were 

Fi'.RitiKi) .\ri;ijss ■nil-: riiii.Mi'.soN, 
a work of about livo ininutea, and for 
which we were charged the niudeat sum 
uf tifty cents per passenger. At present 
liassongors are scarce by this route. A 
team was awaiting us at Craig's ranch, a 
lino stretch of bench land, well watered 
by irrigation. The drive from this pmnt 
over the hills, covered with worin.vood 
and -aago, and with scarcely a true in 
sight, was a chaiming one. As we ascend 
tho hills tho whole surrounding oouf>try 
is before us in full view, the crops on the 
niiiclies on both sides of the river on the 
bench laiuls looking pleasantly green in 
the morning sunlight. The iiiounlaiii air 
Was cool and bracing, and as we wind 
around the hillsides, past abrupt cliffs, 
with tho Bonaparte river sparkling be- 
iieatli, there is an indeacribablo aonso of 
freedom and pleasure. 

The .Aaln;roft road unites with the main 
riiad a milo or so from Cache creek, at 
which latter point wo arrive at the samu 
time an the stage, which has travelled 
frocii Van Hurue with paaaengers, mails 
and expreas, having started from the 
latter town at a. m. 

CACUE CHKEK 
is situated in the valley of the Bonaparte 
river, which i.-. bridgoil at two [loiiits, ono 
at Uanipbell's hotel, and the other above 
the goverumont boarding school, a half 
mile further on. 'I'be village consists of 
tho well-appointed hotel and e.xtensivu 
stables, express, telegraph, stage and post 
utiices, blacksmith ahop, a number of 
ruaidciicea, and the usual Cliiiieae store, 
huts and tents, which are every where met 
with. Cache creek, from win ;h the vil- 
hige obtains its name, empties into the 
Bonaparte a abort distance above the town. 
This creek ia made to do 

V.M.UAIU.K. WOltK, 

for it provides tho irrigation and domes- 
tic water for thu gardens and houses of 
the village. 

On thu Savona road a little ab ivo Cache 
creek proper is the new hotel of Steven- 
H'ui tSi McLeod. A abort distance above 
this we reach tho oxteiiaivo raiiche of 
Chas. Henilin, P. P. Thin is abcuit 
1000 acres in I'Xtent, and is watered by 
means of Cache creek, which is ;ii|i]M! i 
about 11 mile distart at tho foothills. Cross- 
ing the .Savona road it is distributed all 
over tho ranche in lesser streams at llie 
elevated puinta, from which it is various 
ly distributed among the growing crops in 
little streams. The land is of such a na- 
ture that this to a coiiHiderable e.vtent 
! again seeps into a ditch which carries iho 
j water to aevoral other ranches east of 
I Semlin's, and at u point six or seven niilea 
down the water remaining finds its way 



into tho pure and sparkling Thoinpaon 
river. There is but one largo fence sur- 
rounding the ranche, except that enclos- 
ing the house and farm buildings, there 
beins but a alight apace left tu divide the 
various cereals and roota from 
one another. Tho hay crop 
two weeks ago was cut and the 
teams busy hauling and stacking it; bar- 
ley was almost ready for cutting; wheat 
and oats very little behind, while root 
orops were thriving The yield of all 
crops this year will be 

MO.ST .S.VTI.SFACTOUV. 

On tho opposite side of tho Savona road 
is the Stewart rancho proper. Rolow 
this ia the old Perry ranche and the 

Dunn raiicho. These are all owned now 

by Hr. .liinies Siewait, who has grown 
wealthy in tho freighting busiiieaa of tho 
past. Thece combined uiako probably the 
tiiieat and moat extensive ranche in tho 
upper c.iunlry. Tho residence is situated 
on tho Perry ranche, on which tho greater 
part of the crop is plaeed this year. The 
ranche curves around the mountains, and 
while standing in the coiitro ita fortunate 
owner can aay with Alexander Selkirk, 
"I am nionarcb of .dl I survey," for theru 
is none oih.'i- than his land in sight. Mr. 
Stewart hitchutl up his buggy horae and 
droveusover tho ranch through tho barluy, 
wheat, oat and hay tields. The grain ia 
thu finest wu have ever aeen, tho wheat 
being siieciiilly so, and will average 3000 
iiound.i to tlu' acre. Tho most motlerii 
luachineiy i.s in u.-'o on the ranche, about 
a d /.■jii men heing employed in tho har- 
\i;stint;. .\ liay loader waa at work, attach 
1 11 to II li:iy vick. This in.ichino does re- 
in ukatily ipiick work, picking the hay up 
and pl.icmg it at tho rear end of the rack, 
one man driving tho team and. two others 
more than busy [dacing it forward. It 
waa a pleasant sight tu look at tho 
lu.xuriaiiliy orowing grain, waiving in the 
warm aiinlight of noon; the hay 
loading, the r.'.i|iiiig machine at work in 
um.ther pert of the ranche, while men 
were bu»y preparing other work. Tho 
hay IS unoale,! and i.iackod in a few niiii- 
iiles by meaii.i of a ilerrii^k, the Work thus 
prooro^siiij very ipiickly. Mr. .Stewart 
IS an eMiUisivo oxvner of horses, cattle 
ami hoi;s, Mild just as we reached the 
yard tin- p.jrkeia were having their meal 
prepired m sewial casks. The mixture 
was placed in sever il trouglis and the 
aiiiinids were in a .sleu't time runnino from 
all parts of the yard, [lU.ihing and shoving 
e.ich other and acliiig generally in a hog- 
gish manner at their meal, bruwding the 
smaller pigs out of Iho trough and run- 
niiiL.' to see if there was not u little more 
to be-bad in one than in the other. For 
I he iiifanl, hog.s an enclosure waa made 
.villi room only to allow of them getting

Keiioc 
says he was in advance, and just as he 
reached the middle of the car two shots 
from a revolver wore fired which he 
thought were aimed at him. Ho im- 
mediately ran into the adjoining car 
with a revolver in his baud and ex- 
claimed that ibere was a man shooting 
at him. U|)on investigation Kerr was 
found dead in the passage of the ])0.stal 
car with two bullet wounds in liis head. 
J^etective Skiiiington, who was on 
board tlio train, at once arrested Ke- 
hoe and brought him and the corpse 
back to Quebec, arriving lu're between 
2 and ii |). m. An iinjup.st will be held.

Jukes, physician of the North West 
Mounted Police, who te.ititied to Jack- 
son's being sultjecl to hallucinations 
and a iiiild|type of insanity, |)robably 
curable under proper treatment, and 
that he would not consider him re- 
sponsible for his acts. Dr. Cottota, of 
Regina, corroborated the evidence of 
Dr. Jukes. The jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty on the plea of insanity, 
and the sherill was orilered to kee[) 
Jackson in charge until orders wore 
received from the Lieutenant Govern- 
or. The trial lasted about half an hour.
